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PANAMA CANAL ROUTE 
PASSES TO UNCLE SAM 


Title to Roule Across Isthmus 
Vested in United States 
Government 


CONTRACT NOW SIGHED, 
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SEALED AMD DELIVERED 


Strip for Canal Between Atlantic and 
Pacific Becomes Government’s 
Property—Negotiations Com- 
pleted and Uncle Sam 
Has Full Title. 


Paris, April 22.—The sseciated Press is 
authorized to announce’ that the contract 
by which the ownership of the Paname 
canal passes to the United States is 
signed, sealed, delivered and compiete. 

The title to the canal route ls now vest- 
ed in the government of the United 
States. 

The document by which thie trane- 
action is consummated bears tne signa- 
tures of President Bo and Dtrector Rich- 
man, of the Panama Caual Company, who 
signed for the company as its respon- 
Sible officdale. The transfer is complete 
and without reservation and the T’nttea 
States secures a yersfere title. 


Will Be Ratified Today. 

This result has been accomplished quilet- 
ly and most unexpectedly, as the public 
has been given to understand that the 
contract would not be executed unt!! 
after the meeting of the stockholders of 
the Panama Canal Company tomorrow, 
at which the question of ratification 
would be presented. As a matter of fact. 
however, when the meeting takes place 
tomorrow, President Bo will announce 
that the sale has been completed and in- 
stead of asking for authority to execute a 
future contract, it will only remain to 
ratify the contract of sale, which the 
officers of the company have already for- 
mally completed. 

It is confidently believed that the com- 
pletion of the sale before the meeting 
wih] inorease the vote for ratification. as 
it will be recognized that nothing more 
remains but to acquiesce in the action 
taken by the highest officers of the com- 
pany. 

When W. A. Day and Charles W. Rus. 
sell, the Unfted States assistant attor- 
neys general, who are in Paris to assist 
in the transfer of property, were seen to- 
night bythe Ass8ortated Press they re- 
luctantly admitted that the transfer had 
becn consummated, and in order to avoid 
misunderstandings regarding a transac- 


tion of this magnitude thev furnished the 


following official statement in writing: 

“The papers transferring the rights and 
property by the new Panama Canal Com- 
pany to the United States have already 
been executed and delivered. They will 
be ratified tomorrow afternoon by the 
stockholders’ meeting. 

“Tie arrangement includes a_ general 
conveyance and provisions for deeds in 
the republic of Panama and in the canal 
zone now under the jurisdiction of. the 
("nited States, in which zone the civil 
law continues In force by reason of the 
cession of the zone from a civil law 
sovereignty. All formalities of the local 
law on the isthmus have been arranged 
for and secured to the United States. 

“The property will shortly be delivered 
on the isthmus, and upon that being done 
the purchase price will be immediately 
paid. 

“The full total of the principal doct- 
ments will be made public tomorrow 
night. 

“The United States gets an 
bered title.’’ 


TAKING TURTLES 
CAUSED ARREST 


Everything Quiet at Blue- 
fields Say Passengers 
from Port.

New Orleans. April 22.—Passengers ar- 
riving here from Blvueflelds today brought 
some details of the seizure of the six 
British schooners in that harbor as a re- 
sult of which Great Britain is to lodge 
complaint wiht Nicaragua, and it is re- 
ported send the cruiser Retribution to 
Bluefields. The captains of the. schoon- 
ers, when caught, contended that they 
were fishing in neutral waters. 

The Nicaraguan commandant said they 
were confiscating turtles bred in Nicara- 
guan waters The net result of the dis- 
pute was the seizure of the schooners 
and the incarceration of their crews In 
the jail at Bluefields. The schooners are 
lving safely in the harbor. 

“When J left Bluefields,’’ 
Jeangran, who arrived tcday, “things 
were as calm as a summMer sea. There 
was no excitement over the seizures and 
no apparent apprehension of trouble.”’ 

The people of Bluefields generally sup- 
port the commandant in the seizures, The 
turtle fisheries constitute an important 
item of Nicaraguan commerce and are 
jealously guarded. 

There has \ong veen friction between 
fhe authorities and the crews of foreign 
vessels, but only now Mas Nicaragua de- 
termined on draatic measures to enforce 
her claims.

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INTIAL SPEECH 
MADE BY HEARST 


Congressman Appeared Before

Mr. Hearst appeared with his attor- 
ney and fortified by an array of pa- 
pers and a lengthy brief reviewing the 
litigation instituted by Nimself which 
recently brought a decision from the 
supreme court in his favor. 

He read from the brief, supplementing 
this with oral argument, and made a gv0od 
impression. 

‘The attorney general has been brood- 
ing over that evidence Hke an old hen on 
a door knob for eighteen months. He has 
not acted in anyv.way and won't let any- 
body take it away from him.” 

epresentative William Hearst made 
this statement before the house commit- 
tee on judiciary in arguing for a 
favorable report on his resolution call- 
ing on the attorney general for evidence 
against the anthracite coal carrying rail- 
wavs, which includes the report of the 
United States district attorney for the 
southern district of New York. 

Mr. Hearst occupied the attention of 
the committee for an hour. He reviewed 
in detafl tae proceedings instituted by 
himself against ths railroads, and de- 
manded that action should be taken either 
by the attorney general or that the house 
should Zppoint a committee of Seven of 
its members to compile anew the evi- 
denee in The possession of the attorney 
genera! With a ‘view of securing action 
against these roads under the Sherman 
‘anti-trust act. 


Methods of Trust Told. 

The precise manner in which the anti- 
trust law was being violated as claimed 
by Mr. Hearst was when it became 
known to the six coal carrying roads 
that the independent coal mine operators 
contemplated building a road of their 
own to tidewater. 

To prevent this the roads bought the 
property of Simpson & Watkins, owning 
eleven collieries, the largest of the in- 
dependent operators. They also bought 
the Temple Iron Company, capitalized 
for $240,000, and recapitalized it at $15.- 
000,000, guaranteeing 6 per cent annual 
The price 
of coal in New York was then raised 50 
cents a ton, netting an increased annual 
earning of $20,000. This, according to 
Mr. Hearst, constitutes a violation of 
the Sherman anti-trust law, and he de- 
clared he had placed reliable evidence in 
the form of affidavits to substantiate the 
same in the hands of the district at- 
torney for the Southern district of New

York. This official had investigated the 
evidence and Mr. Hearst said he had 
been informed, though not officially, that 
attorney had reported the 
case to the department of justice elgh- 
teen months ago with a recommendation 
that the case had been made gut. 

Republican members of the convention 
questioned the necessity of calling upon 
the attorney general for the evidence, in- 
asmuch as Mr. Hearst had furnished it 
to the district attorney in the first In- 
Stance, and could as well furnish it to 
the committee. Representative De Ar- 
mand, of Missouri, said that the country 
ought to know why the attorney general 
did not proceed in the matter. Mr. 
Hearst said it was impossible for him 
to procure the report of the district at- 
torney, who had inveStigated the eyt- 
dence furnished by him that would have 
to be obtained from the department of 
justice. The information. -he said, itn 
that report was entirely unofficial. but he 
believed trustworthy. It had been ob. 
tained from a person connected with the 
district attorney's office, but he declined 
to state from whom because it might 
embarrass the person in question. 

Representative Palmer, republican, of 
Pennsylvania, asked if the present price 
of coal was an unreasonable one, and if 
the increase in the price had not oc- 
curred after the commission appointed 
by the president had increased the 
wages of the miners lO.per cent. This 
latter fact, Mr. Heafst conceded to be 
the case. He held that the combination. 
however, was realizing $20,000,000 a 
year dut of the Mreservation of their 
monopoly and that the 10 per cent itn. 
crease to miners did not amount to an 
aggregate of more than $3,000,000 to 
$5.000,000 a vear. 

The committee referred the Hearst rege 
olution to a subcommittee consisting of 
Representatives Powers, of Massachy- 
setts; Thomas, of Iowa, and Smith, of 
Kentucky, for further consideration.

the territory was given statehood not 
oniy would polygamy be abolished, but 
that there would be absolutely no in- 
terference On the part Of the church in 
clvil affairs. 

There ig a strong belief on the part of 
many that the mass of testimony has 
already fixed Senator Smoot as a mem- 
ber of a secret organization whose oaths 
he cannot divulge, which seeks to con- 
trol in political and husiness affairs in 
such flagrant violation of the state con- 
stitution that he cannot be. regarded as 
& proper person to represent that state 
in the United States senate. 

Judge Powers on Stand. 

The first witness today in the Smoot 
case before the senate committee on priv- 
jleges and elections was Judge Powers, 
who was appointed by President Cleve- 
land in 1885 as an associate justice of the 
supreme court of Utah. 

At that time prosecutions 
Edmunds act were just 
durins his incumbency he said there 
had been about 100 persons prosecuted 
for polygamy and polygamous cohabition, 
among them being Lorenzo Snow, then 
one of the twelve apostles, who after- 
wards was elected president of § the 
church. Mr. Snow was convicted and 
sentenced. 

Judge Powers said had examined 
persons who applied for naturalization. 
In regard to an application by one Neil 
Hanson, Judge Powers said he was in- 
formed by Hanson that he would obey 
the laws of the church rather than laws 
of the land tf they should “trun counter 
to each other.’” The application for citi- 
zenship was denied. In regard to the 
prosecutions, Judge Powers said most of 
them had been for polygamous cohabita- 
tion. Few prosecutions were haq for 
polygamy, he said, as there was then 
no marriage law and marriages were se- 
cret and polygamy therefore was hard 
to prove. 

Judge Powers reviewed the _ political 
history of Utah to show the close rela- 
tions of the Mormon church with po- 
litical affairs, also the intimate associa- 
tion of the church with the local and 
municipal government. He showed thar 
the church controlled in civil, as well as 
ecclesiastical affairs. In one case it was 
shown that a man was disciplined and 
was summoned by A. C. Smoot, president 
of the high council of Utah Stake of 
Zion, 

It was not shown that any relationship 
existed between Senator Smoot and the 
man mentioned. 

Judge Powers, at the afternoon session, 
continued his review of political affairs 
in Utah, speaking specifically of the 
‘Fhatcher and Roberts cases, when tliese 
men were charged with “disobeying the 
rules of the church by accepting a nomi- 
nation for office without first taking coun- 
se] of the church.” The witness quoted 
a number of officials of the church in 
their campaigns against Thatcher and 
Roberts, because of their acceptance of 
nominations without the consent of high 
church authorities. 

Judge Powers spoke of Thatcher's candi- 
dacy for the senate and said that four 
days after Thatcher announced himeelf 
on a platform opposed to church inter- 
ference in politics, he was deposed as an 
apostie. After hig defeat an effort was 
made to bring about an investigation by 
the legislature of the charge that the 
defeat was accomplished by the eccle- 
siastical interference in the election. This 
effort was unsuccessful.

FOR KUROPATRIN 

Japanese Spies Attempt To 
Kill Russian General 


Disguised as Beggars the Spies Suc- 
ceeded in Approaching the 
General—Men Were Seized 
and Long Knives Were 
Found on Them. 


St. Petersburg. April. 22.—Rumors are 
in circulation that two beggars at- 
temated the assassination of General 
Kuropatkin when he was in Niuchwang 
a few days ago. It is said that the 
beggars succeeded f[n approaching the 
general and were talking to him when 
a guard noticed that one of them put 
his hand inside his robe. The men were 
seized and searcheg and knives were 
found upon them... It is said that the 
men were Japanese. The rvuagors can- 
not be confirmed tonight. 

NO EUROPEAN POWER 
REAL FRIEND TO JAPANESE 

Tokio, April 22.—Two significant 
speeches were made today at the meet- 
ing of the counsellors of the progressive 
party. Count Okuma warned the people 
of Japan to be prepared for intervention 
during the war by some Furopean power 
and also for a great increase in the na- 
tional expenditure after the war. He 
said it would be necessary after the ter- 
mination of hostilities to float a loan of 
at least $260,000. 

Masams Oishi, the progressive party 
leader, expressed the belief that Germany 
would take the initiative in intervention 
and declared that no power would wel- 
come Japan’s preponderance in the Far 
Fast. Many of the powers, he added, 
were prepared to resort to all means to 
curb the extension of Japanese influence. 

M. Oishi criticized the foreign policy 
of Japan, saying the white books showed 
clearly that the great concessions offered 
to Russia would have been a national ca- 
lamity had Russia accepted the lenient 
terms offered by Japan. The progressive 
party constitutes a third of the diet and 
its members generally oppose the gov- 
ernment, of which Premier Katsura is the 
head. 

RUSSIA SEEKS FRENCH LOAN 
OF $150,000,000. 

Paris, April 22.—The Buropean FEcono- 
mist sats under reserve that Russia 1s 
negotiathg with the principal French 
banks for a loan of $150,000,000 on 5 
per cent for four-year treasury bonds, 
to be placed at 98. 

The statement is not verified and ap- 
pears based on vesterday’s St. Petersburg 
reports indicating that the Russian gov- 
ernment might resort to short-term loans. 
JAP COLUMN ON YALU 

REPORTED DESTROYED 

London, April 22.—A dispatch to the 
Central News from Port Arthur says 
news has been received there of the com- 
plete destruction of a Japanese cdélumn 
on the Yalu.

NWO AMERICAN BOATS 
SOLD TO BELLIGERENTS 

Washington, April 22.—The United 
Biates government has had no Official in- 
formation of the sales persistently report- 
ead from Europe of American ships to 
either Russia or Japan. There already 
has been some speculation in official cir- 
cles ag to when or whether or not such 
sales could be permitted and one thing 
fs quite certain, namely, that no vessel 
under the American flag could be allowed 
to pass directly into the possession of 
the government of either’ belligerent 
state. 

This is said to be true of merchant ships 
@s well as warships, as the former might 
easily be transformed to cruisers or used 
as troop transports and the spirit of 
modern international law ig said to be 
decidedly against the transfer of any 
floating property to a belligerent which 
could be used for warlike purposes. 

There is a line of difference between 
ships and war supplies. The latter may 
properly be regarded as merchandise. But 
to the official mind there is doubt ag to 
the right to prevent the sale of one of 
the belligerent powers or to the citizen 
of a third power, unless it can be very 
clearly established that the vessel is not 
to pasg to the poSsession of one of the 
belligerent governments. It happens there 
were no warships in the United States 
which could be sold, all being United 
States government property, so that the 
question is reduced to that of merchant 
Ves6els and that phase is receiving care- 
ful attention. 

The principles laid down by the Geneva 
arbitration in the famous Alabama case, 
are, of course, the guiding marks for our 
government in treating this subject, and 
they have been generally accepted as In- 
ternational law by all maritime powers, 
#0 the reported sale of German vessels 
built under the subsidiary accounts and 
rated as possibly auxiliary cruisers has 
been the subject of discussion between 
the law offictrs. 


AUTHORITIES WIDE APART. 
Washington, April 22.—There ate «signs 
of a diffetencsé of opiniédn between the 
civil and: military branches of the, gOv- 
ernment respecting the Russian decree 
against the United States of wireless» 
telegraph by newépaper correspondents.

COMMONS PASS LABOR BILL. 


Winston Churchill Forgot Speech 
While Supporting Measure. 

Tondon, April 22.—The house of com- 
mons today passed the second reading 
by 238 to 199 votes of the trades union 
bill legalizing the peaceful picketing and 
amending the law of conspiracy in con- 
nection with trade disputes and protect- 
ing trades union funds against legal proc- 
ess for damages caused by the action of 
members of such unions. The bill is the 
outcome of the recent judgment of the 
court in the Taffvale railway case, which, 
with the railway men’s union, was mulct- 
ed in heavy damages for picketing and 
interfering wth non-unionTsts, 

Premier Balfour, in opposing the bill, 
said it would not be made a matter for 
a@ party question. Personally he was op- 
posed to the bill, which would give trades 
uniong a privileged position not enjoyed 
by any other body of men. He feared 
that the pill, as at present framed, might 
seriously interfere with other classes of 
the comnrunity. 

Winston Spencer Churchill spoke in fa- 
vor of the measure, but toward the close 
he suddenly lost the thread of his argu- 
ment and after a pause of some moments, 
during which he thrice essayed to fre- 
sume, Mr. Churchill sat down in s0me 
confusion without finishing and amid sym- 
pathetic cheers.

Prominent American Held by

Paris, April 22.—The American embassy 
is making urgent representations to se- 
cure the release of Henry Iselin, a promi- 
nent American living here and highly con- 
nected in New York: 

Mr. Iselin is director of a financjal in- 
stitution called the Societe Generale de 
Banque. He is detained pending an in- 
vestigation into the alleged relations of 
his bank with the defunct Banque Cen- 
trale de Creait Mobolieret Industriel. The 
recent failure of the latter institution and 
the flight of its director agitated local 
finanolal circles. : 

The French authorities have arrested 
a number of offiters of the failed bank 
and have taken possession of its books. 
They maintain that the books showed 
that it had relations with the Societe 
Generale de Bank, of which Mr. Iselin is 
director. Thereupon Judge Berr ordered 
the detention of Mr. Iselin. Friends of the 
latter claim his detention in the absence 
of-specific charge is an outrage. . 

Mr. Iselin’s detention has been accom- 
panied by much harshness, including 
stripping him while his measurements 
were tekken. 

Strong representations have been made 
to Foreign Minister Delcasse and this 
afternoon to the procurator general of 
the republic.

Kitchin, of North Carolina, 
Criticises President, 


Claims Roosevelt Advocated- Lyncb- 
ing for Horse Thieves—Quoted 
from Roosevelt’s Writings 
To Show His Contempt 
for Congress.

Washington, April 22.—President Roose- 
velt was assailed bitterly in the house 
today by Claude Kitchin, of North Caro- 
lina, who included in his castigation Gen- 
eral Grosvenor, whom he charged with 
having humiliated Theodore Roosevelt, 
the vice presidential candidate, whom in 
a recent speech in the house he had 
glorified as the worthy successor of Mce- 
Kinley, forgetting that during McKinley's 
last campaign as a contributor to The 
New York Journal! itn signed articles he 
(Grosvenor) had referred to the presi- 
dent, then governor of New York, ‘‘as a 
brilliant, erratic and curious sort of a 
man.”’ 

Mr. Kitchin charged that Mr. Roose- 
velt as candidate for vice president was 
distasteful to Mr. McKinley, and chal- 
lenged Mr. Grosvenor to deny it, as well 
as the statement that Mr. Roosevelt as 
vice president was humiliated by the 
friends of McKinley including General 
Grosvenor himself. 

“Rnd yet,’ he said, ‘‘vou men stand 
here and gulp down everything Roose- 
velt says and not one of you dare raise 
his hand in memory of William Mc- 
Kinley.’’ McKinley had a right to think 
what Roosevelt would be distasteful to 
him. 

“Contemplate,” he said, “the amazing 
spectacle of any republican in the United 
States being humiliated by General Gros- 
venor and contemplate this same maa 
marshalling under his banner the hosts 
of republicans with Grosvenor the chief 
bugle blower.” 

To gay that Roosevelt filled McKinley's 
place, he declared, was a desecration of 
McKinley’s name. It was, he said, a2 
case of “‘the ant hill taking the place 
of mountains: the owl’s screech taking 
the place of the tombs symphonies; the 
minnow taking the place of the whale.”’ 

Attack of Jefferson Davis. 

The people of the south. he sald, knew 
that twenty-five years after Appomattox 
Roosevelt in one of his publications had 
declared that until out of the dictionary 
was stricken the word treason, Jefferson 
Davis would be an arch traitor. Thaz, 
he said, was a stroke at the whole south 
and the confederate soldiers. He also 
referred to another publication of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s in which he is quoted as say- 
ing that throughout southern character, 
there ran a streak of coarse and brutal 
barbarism. He compared ‘‘the kind, lov- 
ing words of McKinley’’ in an address 
to confederate veterans to “the ingult- 
ing words of Roosevelt.’” He said that 
in one of his books President Rooseveli 
“deliberately teaqbes and advocates 
Iynchings for the stealing of a rag tall 
Texas pony. He asked if that book dia 
not have something to do with stimulat- 
ing ‘‘the great people of the north to 
lawlessness.” 

The people of the south, he said, con- 
demn lynching for all crimes because 
the hand of civilization and Christianity 
had been lifted against it. No man in 
the world ever would condone outrages 
against women, ‘‘and yet we don’t preach 
Iynching or teach it, but knowing the 
weakness of human nature, mobs cannot 
be controlled in sparsely settled commu- 
nities where we cannot get sufficient 
police force on the spot at once.” He 
believed that every democrat and repub- 
lican in the country would pause in 
shame that the president of the United 
States had scattered books advocating 
lynch law. 

Congress “Herd of Cattle.” 

Reading from a speech made by Mr. 
Roosevelt, governor of New York, he 
declared Mr. Roosevelt had characterized 
the congress of the United States as a 
“herd of. cattle.’” Laughter on the dem- 
}ocratic side followed. “The humiliating 
spectacie,’’ he continued, “is that since 
he has been president of the United 
States he has treated this republican 
house as a herd of cattle and the most 
humiliating thing about it was that the 
republicans allowed the president to treat 
them as cattle and laid down before 
him in his green pastures.”” He provoked 
laughter when he said the president look- 
ed upon cOngress ‘“‘ag his great ranch” 
with the republicans ag his ‘“‘round ups.” 
Speaking deliberately, he 
any man who had such profound con- 


government was unfit to be its executive 
head and was a dangeroug Man. 

He closed by quoting from “American 
Ideals,’”’ in which Mr. Roosevelt, he al- 
leged, had denvunced General Grosvenor 
by names “as a champion of foul govern- 
ment and dishonest politics.’ Then turn- 
ing to General Grosvenor he added: 

‘‘Read that and then read your recent 
speech defending the president and tell 
the house that you feel like thirty cents.” 

Genetal Grosvenor admitted that four 
years ago he opposed the nomination of 


conducted himeelf in a dignified manner 
and had won the confidence and esteem of 
the people by his acts from the time he 
was elected to preside over the senate, 
and that he reached the supreme heights 
when he declared at Buffalo that he would 
catry out the policies of Mr. McKinley. 

Since then the president had grown to 
be one of the great men of the country. 
The president, he said, was more dan- 
gerous to the democratic party than any 
other man today. The democrats in New 
York, he said, had Jaunched a candidate 
for president who didn’t know where he 
stood, on his head or his heels. 

Preceding this episode, the house de- 
bated the bill to create a commission to 
investigate the merchant marine, but took 
no action on it. 

The house adjourned until tomorrow.

Garbage Destructors in Oth- 
er Cities To Be In- 
spected, 


The destruction of garbage in other 
cities of the United States will be 
investigated by Chief City Pmgineer RH. 
M. Clayton and Dr. C. F. Benson, presi- 
dent of the board of health. This was 
decided upon during the meeting of coun- 
cil’'s finance committee, of which Alder- 
man H. T. Inman is chairman, during thé 
session of yesterday afternoon. 

The committee of two wil] first visit 
Johnstown, Pa., where a plant of the 
Decarie Manufacturing Company is in 
operation, will go from there to Minne- 
apoligs, and will probably terminate the 
tour at Vincennes. The committee is au- 
thorized, however, to remain away as 
long as it choses and to go“anywhere in 
the country in an effort to become com- 
pletely satisfied as to what course At- 
lanta shoulé pursue. : 

The finance committee met yesterday 
afternoon for the purpose of deciding how 
to construct a 200-ton Decarie crematory, 
which will cost $31,500, with an appro- 
priation of $9,000. It was thought that 
the committee would simply make an ad- 
ditional appropriation to the board of 
health for the purpose of placing that 
body in a position to close the contract. 

Members of the board of health, offi- 
Clals of the city and members of the 
committee were heard from regarding 
the destruction of garbage in Atlanta. 
The question was fully discussed and 
much information regarding the inten- 
tions for the future destruction of gar- 
bage and regarding what the members of 
the board of health believed about the 
problem was obtained by the finance 
committee. 

It was on motion of Councilman Peters, 
who accepted an amendment by Mayor 
Pro Tem. Longino, that the finance com- 
mittee decided to send the two city of- 
ficials as an investigating committ be- 
fore taking further action regarding the 
matter. ‘ 

The chairman of the finance committee 
told the touring committee that if it 
proved possible to return fo Atlanta be- 
fore the next session of the general coun- 
ci] the finance committee would hold an- 
other meeting. Chief Engineer UCiayton 
stated that it would not be impossible to 
return to Atlanta within a week and 
it was therefore virtually agreed that 
Mayor Howel] will be requested to as- 
semble the general council in special ses- 
sion as soon as the committee is ready to 
make its report.

log cabin at the foot of Yonah mountain, 

in White county, Georgia, March !7, 

1861, and is a little over forty-three years 
of age. 

His father was the late Judge W. B. 
Bell, for many years ordinary of White 
county, and his mother having died only 
last year. He hag five brothers, Mark B., 
Frank M., Oliver, Augustus B. and P. 
Lester Bell, and five sisters, Mrs. Carrie 
Jarrard, of White county; Mrs. Kate 
Kentmer, of White county; Mrs. W. A. 
Gilmer, of Gainesville; Mrs. Géorge 8. 
Kytle, of White county, and Mrs, Will 
F. Worley, of Gainesville. 

On April 2, 1885, Mr. Bell was married 
to\Miss Ella Winburn, daughter of Judge 
J} B. M. Winburn, for many years post- 
master at Gainesville, and for four years 
ordinary of Hall county. Since his mar- 
riage Mr. Bell has made Gainesville his 
heme. He began his business career as 
a traveling salesman for R. Palmour, of 
Gainesville, later going with Dr. John 
B. Daniel, of Atlanta, and with Gershon 
Bros., also of Atlanta. It was while

‘DR. CAVE’S SERMONS. 


Prominent Minister is Conducting 
Meetings at the West End 

| ‘Christian Church. 

Rev. Robert Lord Cave, of Clarksville, 
Tenn., who is conducting a series of 
meetings at the West End Christian 
chureh, delivered an interesting sermon 
Jast night on ‘“‘The Two Covenants.” 

Mr. Cave is attracting large congrega- 
tions to the West End Christian church, 
and theemeetings are proving successful 
in every way. 

Last night he spoke in part as follows: 

“In man’s primeval abode reigned 
peace, pure and undisturbed—‘the peace 
of God that passeth all understanding.’ 
The law of the Father was the wi!! of 
His children, and they walked and talk- 
ed with Him as friend with friend. No 
jarring note of discord was there, no 
pang of pain, no sob of sorrow; for sin 
and death were yet unborn, and perfect 
love did cast out fear. 

‘Into that fair home of filial obedience 
and fatherly benediction, the arch enemy 
of our race intruded his malignant pres- 
ence. Man broke the faith with his God 
and brought on himself the direful 
consequences of transgression. 

“But even in the dark, dread hour 
when the sentence of the Father was 
pronouneed, the all-encircling g:oom was 
broken by a single ray of heavenly light; 
the promise was given that the seed of 
the woman should bruise the serpent’s 
head; to strengthen and sustain the

struggling hosts of humanity in-the un- 
even conflict with sin and Satan. This 
precious prophecy was repeated through 
Abraham and himself selected as the 
father of the people from whom the seed 
should spring and through whom the 
promised blessings should be transmittea 
to all mankind. The covenant with Adam 
and Eve was renewed in Abraham and 
fulfilled in Jesus. In the twilight age of 
patriarchs, man saw but dimly the 
fruition of his cherished hopes and the 
achievement of the ends of his being; in 
the moonlight of the law and the 
prophets, ‘the still, small voice’ of God 
awakened sleeping desires and moved to 
deeds more noble; but only in the ful- 
ness of time did the sun of righteousness 
rise with healing in His wings to cure 
the diseases of humanity and save His 
people from their sins. 

“Christ came not to declare a truce be- 
tween man and Satan, but to provide 
a way by which man might win in the 
conflict; not to remove temptation to sin, 
but give to man strength to resist: not 
tc make man perfect, but to implant in 
him the hope of perfection and afford 
him a perfect example; not to appease the 
wrath of an angry father, but to reveal 
His love unto the world; not to recon- 
Cile God to man, but man to God, to 
himself and to his brother, by drawing 
him unto the magnet of infinite wisdom 
and power, the Son of God, the Son of 
Man, who was ‘the seed of the woman,’ 
and yet in whom dwelt all the fulness of 
the Godhead bodily. The hope of the 
world is in the divine origin of man and 
the human birth of Christ, in the uni- 
versa] Fatherhood of God, and brother- 
hood of man. 

“But what of ‘the law?’ Says Paul, it 
‘was added because of transgression,’ ad- 
ded to the Adamic-Abrahamic covenant, 
to typify by sacrifice and service sym- 
bojic, by priest and prophet, and king, 
the coming of Him who was to be all 
in One and to offer the,only perfect sac- 
rifice, render the only aeceptable service. 
‘The law was our schoolmaster to bring 
us unto Christ. But after that the 
faith is come we are no longer under ‘a 
schoolmaster.’ 

‘The mercies of God to the children of 
Israe|] and the statutes of the Mosaic 
law were to be remembered by feasts and 
holidays, tokens upon the hand, frontlets 
pasted between the eyes, and fringes, rib- 
bons and other phylacteries upon the 
garments: but of the new covenant God 
said: ‘I will put my laws into their mind, 
and write them in their hearts; and 
will be to them a God, and they shall 
be to Me a people.’ Christianity is posi- 
tive, spiritual, consisting not in restrain- 
ing commandments graven upon tables of 
stone, but in uplifting principles written 
on the hearts of men. It is a religion of 
love, not fear; of life, not death. 

“As the great High Priest of human- 
ity, Jesus offered Himself, the only avail- 
ing sacrifice, for the sins of men. He 
‘nailed the law to the cross’ with Himself 
and instituted in its stead the glorious 
gospel of grace. He fulfilled the old cov- 
enant whose provisions were national 

temporary, and gave to the 

the New Testament in His 

whose atoning power all 

feel forevermore. In His 

thoughts and words and deeds He afford- 

ed tthe perfect revelation of the Father, 

the personification of duty, the embod- 

iment of self-sacrifice, the very apotheosis 
of love, divine, unspeakable! 

“We need by faith today to transport 
ourselves and the world to the Mount of 
Trangiguration, and to see ‘His glory, 
‘the glory as of the only begotten of the 
Father; to recal] again the impetuous 
suggestion of Peter to erect a tabernacle 
each to Moses and Elijah and Christ, and 
hear through the rifted clouds the abid- 
ing word of the living God: ‘This is my 
beloved Son, in whom I am well pleased:

CAR BARN BANDITS HANG 
FROM CHICAGO GALLOWS 


Neidermeier Too Weak To Walk 
Carried to Scaffold on 
Chair 


Guateeensen 


BANDIT TORE WARRANT 
FROM HANDS OF DEPUTY 


Marx and Van Vine Both Walked 
to Scaffold and Died Without 
Showing Loss of Courage. 
Only a Few Saw 
Execution. 


Chicago, April 22.—Compelled to be car- 
ried to the scaffold, Peter Neidermeter, 
leader of the car barn bandits, was hang- 
today at 10:35 o'clock. Weak 
and pale, but with a slight suggestion of 
a smile, the bandit failed to carry out 
his oft-repeated boast that he would die 
reaching the gallows.

He was then placed on a 
truck and wheeled to one of the lower 
foors of the jail, after which he was car- 
vied to the scaffold and placed in a chair 
On the trap. 

He was not asked the customary quer- 
tion if he had anything to say; and the 
rope was quickly placed about his neck. 
Hie instinctively settled his neck into the 
noose and the trap was sprung. The body 
Shot through the trap and for twenty 
minutes after it moved convulsivély, the 
physicians at first being of the opinion 
that he was strangling to déath and that 
the rope had been placed too low. After 
examination, however, the physicians an- 
nounced that his neck had been broken. 

Neidermeler appeared on the scaffold 
wearing a red rose, but without a coat. 
Previous to the execution and during the 
reading of the death warrant, Neider- 
meier snatched the paper from the chief 
deputy’s hands and placed it in a pocket 
and made remarks in anger at this time, 
and once or twice when he was being 
taken to the scaffold. 

Priests Attended Marx. 

Shortly after I o'clock Marx was led 
to the scaffold, neatly dressed and with 
a white rose as a boutonnege, which had 
been given him by his small sister the 
night before. He was pale, but his cour- 
age never left him while he stood on the 
scaffold. He made no atatement. Two 
priests of the Roman Catholie church, of 
which Marx had became a member, ac- 
companied Marx to the gallows. He rre-

Harvey Van Dine was hanged after a 
short interval. Incidents in Van Dine’s 
execution were similar to those that char- 
acterized the execution of Marx. Lake 
Marx, he was composed preceding his 
execution.

With execution so near as to be awailed 
by minutes, Neidermeler, Marx and Van 
Dine, after a practically sleepless night, 
prepared for the end. 

At first it was the intention of Sheriff 
Barrett to hang the trio simultaneously 
on one scaffold the anarchists were 
executed some years ago. The plan, 
however, was abandoned mainiv on ac- 
count of Neidermeter’s attempt at suicide, 
which had left him in a weakened condi- 
tion and made jt advisable that he should 
be hanged alone. 

A large crowd assembled at the jail 
preceding the hour of exécution and 
sought admission, but were turned away. 
Only a limited number provided by iaw 
were allowed in the jai] to witness the 
execution of the bandits, whose careers— 
with Emil Roeski, imprisoned for life, but 
a few days before—were closed at prac- 
tically the same time. 

History of their Crimes. 

The hanging of the youthful car barn 
bandits followed closely a period of crime 
of than six mOnths. [In that time 
eight murders were committed, al) at- 
tendant uwpen robberies or efforts to es- 
cape arrest.

tle in the swamps of northern Indiana, 
just east of Chicag9, that on November 
27. of last year, the capture of the gang 
by the arrest of Neider- 
mejer, Ven Dine and Emil Roeski, their 
associate, Marx, having already been 
placed behind the bars to await trial. 

The specific offense for which Van 
Dine, Neidermeier and Marx were tried 
and sentenced was the murder of Frank 
Stewart, a clerk in the Chicago Clty 
railway car barns, during a robbery there 
on the morning of August 30, 1903. 
James B. Johnson, a motorman, was also 
killed, and two persons were wounded. 
The bandits escaped after having 
cured $2,240. Roeski was not concerned 
in this crime, but, after the conviction 
Of his companions, was tried separately 
for one of the murders in whicn he 
was accused the principal. 

Apprehension of the trio in Indlana 
was brought about through the beast- 
fulness of Marx, which also caused his 
own undoing. While under the influence 
Of liquor he displayed a magazine Tre- 
volver of the kind known to have been 
used by the car barn murderets. He as- 
serted that the’ police would never take 
him alive. 

This came to the notice 
Schueittier. Detectives Quinn 
were detailed to arrest Marx.

On Thursdey evening, November 26, 
less than a week after the confession 
of Marx, word was received that three 
men, answering the descriptions of the 
car barn bandits, were in hiding near 
Clark, Ind. Seven policemen were im- 
mediately sent to the town, arriving 
there Friday morning. They were met 
by Henry F. Riechers, who had report- 
ed the clew, and who had secretly traced 
the trio to a “dugout” in tne pane dunes, 
where they Were living. . 

With Riechers as a guide, the police, 
rifies and revolvers and 
led by Detective John H. Sheehan, wait- 
ed till daybreak ang then started for 
the snOw covered cave near the Balti- 
more and Ohio railroad tracks, at Wil- 
sons, a short distance from Clark. 


Desperate Fight at Cave. 


Surrounding the ‘abode, the officers pre- 
pared for the fight they expected would 
fcllow, while Sheehan approached and 
Opened the door to the “dugout.’’ One 
of the bandits who was immediate!y re- 
cognized as Roeski appearegd and was 
ordered to surrender. InsteaZg, he darted 
back into the cave. No sooner had he 
cone so, than firing began. and volley 
after volley aimed at the Officers, came 
from the magazine guns of the ban- 
dits., 

Concealing themséives behind trees and 
bushes as best they could, tae police 
steadily returned the fire. 

In this manner the fight continugd for 
a short time. Suddenly two of the out- 
laws jumped from the cave and escaped 
across the frozen prairies, keeping up a 
fusillade as they ran. 

Detective Driscoll advanced to the 
“dugout” and was firing at the iieeing 
desperadoes, when Neidermeier—-the po- 
lice thought there had been but two 'n the 
hollow—emerged, fatally shot him in the 
back and joined his companions, while 
the other policemen were still engaging 
the outlaws. A moment later Detective 
Zimmer fell, seriously wounded, but 
neither side yielded. Some minutes later 
however, the police, being obliged to 
care for the two wounded detectives, and 
finding their fire falling short, decided 
to give up the fight temporarily, and send 
tc Chicago for reinforcements. The 
bandits continued their flight. 

A special train with fifty policemen, 
armed with rifles, was rushed to the 
scene and the hunt renewed. 

Although escape was now impossible, 
the men showed no signs of submission. 
They had not halted since firing their last 
Volley and arrived at Tolliston exhausted 
but still determined to avoid capture. 

On a side track at Tolliston, where sec- 
tion men were working, stood an engine 
and a train of cars. Then followed the 
execution of a quickly formed plan to 
seize the train and escape. The three out- 
laws jumped intothe cab and confronted 
fireman Frank Coffey, the engineer be- 
ing away at the time. At first Coffey did 
not notice that they were armed. Brake- 
man Soevia did, however, and crawled over 
the tender evidently to warn him. Sovia 
attempted to take the revolver from 
Neidermeier while the other two bandits 
pointeg their revolvers at Coffey. The 
scuffle was short and _  Sovia pitched 
headforemost out of the cab with a bullet 
in his brain, dying almost instantly. 

With their guns still pointed at Coffey’s 
head the trio ordered him hastily to take 
the train out of the siding and it started 
on a wild run to Liverpool. 

With their guns a short distance away 
were a number of armed farmers, who, 
having heard of the escapade and escape 
of the putlaws, had started to intercept 
them. The posse reached Tolliston about 
noon, just as the train passed. They 
rushed across the prairie to a point where 
the road curves and where there was a

The posse opened fire as the train stop- 
ped, and the trio fled to a corn field, ex- 
changing shots as they ran. Charges from 
the guns of the farmers, under the leader- 
ship of Charles Hamilton, struck Neider- 
meier and Van Dine, but did not serious- 
ly wound either. The bandits who had 
now made their last stand were not de- 
terred and fired frequent volieys at their 
pursuers. - 


Surrender of Trio. 

Knowing they were surrounded and that 
be useless, the 
criminals some minutes later decided to 
surrender. Neidermeier, the leader of the 
gang. who Marx had said never would be 
taken alive, being the first to do so. A 
few minutes afterwards Van Dine abau- 
doned the fight. 

While Van Jine and Neidermeier were 
giving themselves up Roeski fled to the 
woods beyond Liverpool. The posse found 
him later in a railroad station at Aetna 
waiting for a train to Chicago. He made 
no resistance, was disarmed and brought 
to the city with the two other bandits. 

Detective Driscoll, who was shot by 
Neidermeier, died four days later. 

While in jail Neidermeier smilingly 
boasted of having killed twenty-three 
men. Marx asserted that he had murder- 
ed five. Investigation proved the state- 
ments to be untrue. It developed that 
these ‘‘confessions’’ had been made to ob- 
tain notoriety or for a small consideration 
as a chew of tobacco. Of the eight 
known victims of the bandits four are 
thought to have been killed by Neider- 
meier alone. 

On January 6 the trial of Neidermeier, 
Van Dine and Marx, who had been .n- 
dicted the day after thé capture, began. 
But little testimony favorable to them 
was offered. No defense at all was made 
for Neidermeier. : } 

In the case of Van Dine evidence was 
introduced to show that he had been since 
hirth afflicted with a form of epilepsy 
which had made him irresponsible at 
times. The state introduced expert testi- 
mony to the effect that Van Dine was 
mentally responsible when he took part !n 
the deliberately planned crimes. 

A plea of clemency for Marx on the 
ground that his confession had led to the 
capture of his companions. 

The case went to the jury March !1! and 
the next day Marx, Neidermeier and Van 
Dine were found guiltv. Hanging was the 
punishment fixed by the jury. 

The aged mothers of Marx, Neidermeier 
and Van Dine were in court during the 
progress of the trial, as were the widows 
of some of the men who had been slain, 
and there were a number of impressive 
incidents with the hearing of the case. 
None of the bandits had yet reached the 
age of 25 years.

Wife Murderer Shot to Death.

Secretary Taft's attitude may have 
, been prompted by innate appreciation 
of the proprieties, or it may be noth- 
ing more than evidence that the pop- 
ular criticisms of recent happenings 
at Washington have had a salutary 
effect; but whatever the inspiration, 
his action deserves commendation. 

It can hardly be expected, however, 
that Mr. Root, Secretary Taft’s pre- 
} decessor in office, will be particular- 
ly pleased. Mr. Root is a firm be- 
liever in militarism, and as secretary 
of war insisted upon all the trim- 
mings. It was at his suggestion, with 
the full approval of the hero of the 
white house, that an escort of cavalry 
was sent to convey the new secretary 
of war to his quarters upon his ar- 
rival in Washington, and it was in 
pursuance of the precedent thus set 
that President Roosevelt himself or- 
dered out government troops to escort 
to the depot the departing Root—then 
a private citizen. 

Secretary Taft now repudiates that 
precedent—throwg it over ruthlessly. 
He has a homely regard for good 
American common sense, and evident- 
ly sympathizes with the popular crit- 
icism of all that foolish show. -Mr. 
Root and President Roosevelt may 
hot be de-light-ed with their repudia- 
tion at thé secretary’s hands, but the 
American peeple are.

The Conspiracy Against Russia. 

The announcement that Admiral 
Alexieff has “asked to be relieved” 
from his post as the czar’s viceroy 
in the Far East has a familiar sound 
about whose meaning there can be 
no mistake. Alexieff saw he was 
headed toward the Grand Bounce, 
and hg wired in his resignation in the 
hope of anticipating official action. 
The St. Petersburg dispatches an- 
nouncing that his resignation will be 
accepted mean he is to be let down as 
easily as possible. 

But that he is to go, and go at. 
once, there is no doubt. At last, the 
eyes of the czar have been opened to 
& realization of the grievous crime 
perpetrated upon their country by the 
men whose misrepresentations were 
responsible for this war with Japan, 
the chief of them Alexieff, in whom 
there had been reposed the greatest of- 
ficial and popular confidence. From 
the standpoint of ability, this confi- 
dence was not misplaced: but events 
have proven that he was the central 
figure in the conspiracy which has 
brought disaster and dishonor down 
upon the Russian name. 

To further the interests of a clique 
of promoters and exploiters who had 
large concessions in Manchuria and 
hoped for larger ones in Korea, Alex- 
ieff threw the weight of his great in- 
fluence in favor of not only declining 
but spurning the propositions ad- 
vanced by Japan. He and his asso. 
ciates in high places misrepresented 
everything. They misrepresented 
conditions in Manchuria, they induced 
the czar to believe that the Japs were 
bluffing and could not fight even if 
they wanted to, and they pictured 
everything lovely with the Russian 
army and navy, and everything ap- 
pertaining thereto, in the Far East. 

The happenings at Port Arthur have 
come to the czar as a terrible awak- 
ening. His discovery that the Jap- 
anese had not been bluffing was a 
rude enough shock, but on top of 
that has come the realization that 
everything told him about the pre- 
paredness of his naval forces was mis- 
representation—that he had been fed 
on lies, lies, lies from the first. 

So Alexieff is to go back homie in 
disgrace. It is well; for unless the 
world misjudges him cruelly, his crime 
against his native land has been very 
great.

Southern Export Supremacy Certain. 

The International Economist, of 
New York, a periodical especially de- 
voted to the development of our for- 
eign trade, has in its current issue an 
interesting article on “The Trans.- 
tion of Our Ports,” in which the in- 
teresting question, will the gulf ports 
eventually outstrip the Atlantic sea- 
board ports in export shipments, is 
quite fully discussed. 

The north and south trunk lines 
which have brought about a vigorous 
rivalry with the old transcontinental 
roads in export shipments from the 
great west are playing havoo with the 
export shipment statistics of the 
north Atlantic ports, which have al- 
ways enjoyed a monopoly of that spe- 
cies of commerce. Already New Or- 
leans stands next to New York in the 
statistical column, with Galveston a 
close third. How, with the rapidly 
-growing trend of foreign freightage 
southward, are the eastern ports to 
hold their own and avoid rapid de- 
cline? 

The International Economist points 
out that, taking the Atlantic ports as 
a whole, the exports of 1893 amounted 
to $643,000,000 and in 1903, $920,000-- 
000, an increase of less than 60 per 
cent. In the case of the gulf ports, 
the exports of 1893 were $131,000,000, 


} and those of 1903, $331,000,000. 


“Even in actual increase,” says this 
authority, “that of the gulf ports near- 
ly equals that of the Atlantic ports, 
the absolute gain in exports from the 
Atlantic ports being, from 1893 to 
1903, $277,000,000, and that of the gulf 


ports $200,000,000.” 
The International Economist then 


proceeds to give the following specific 
“presumable surmises” as to what the 
future holds in store for the gulf 
ports: 


1. The prohibition of a concentration 
of all the railroad interests of the coun- 
try under one managerial policy, forbids, 
to some extent, the killing of one port 
in favor of another. 

Thus the individual railroad interest of 
gulf terminal lines will serve to develop 
respective southern ports. 

2. The long lateral railroad haul must 
be displaced by the shorter gulf port car- 
rlage and the subsequent cheaper water 
transportation to a point supposedly equal 
to the competitive Atlantic seaboard ship- 
ping port. 

3. Establishment of direct steamship 
lines, with regular service between gulf 
ports and European points, is only in line 
with present successful ‘transportation 
methods, 

4. The completion of the Panama canal, 
with the then comparatively close trade 
of the western coast of South America, 
Australia, the Philippines and the enor- 
mous prospective field in the Orient. 

5. The eventual construction of a-trans. 
peninsular canal across northern Florida 
which would save 700 miles of water 
route from gulf coast points to our own 
Atlantic seaboard ports as weil as to 
Europe, and also avoid the ‘marine 
grave yard” at the southern extremity of 
Florida. 

6. To the eventual improvement, under 
national action, of the Mississippi river 
to the end that Chicago, Pittsburg, St. 
Louls and all other cities and towns along 
its banks will have éfficient water trans- 
portation to New Orleans. 


This is, indeed, in every specifica- 
tion, a “presumable surmise.” Nay, it 
is as much a certainty as anything 
in the future can be certain, for in it 
we must recognize the unerring “logic 
of events,” if unborn events, in part. 
With such a showing it is difficult 
to see how this New York publication 
can hold out much hope for that great 
and all-supreme port (in the past), but 
it does so in the following neat suc- 
ceeding paragraph: 


All of the above does not argue that 
Atlantic seaboard ports will decline in 
present commerce—on the contrary, even 
as the surface railroads of New York 
city gained a larger business after the 
completion of the elevated railroad, which 
was conjecturably supposed to be a dis- 
astrous competitor, so, in reasonable sur- 


fr mise, would be the growth of new busi- 


ness for New York and other seaboard 
points that a total increase of present 
commerce could well be conjectured, but 
the seaboard volume even under such in- 
crease will most probably be surpassed 
within a decade or two, by the combined 
export commerce of gulf ports. 


Verily, the south is surely, and not 
so slowly, coming into her own. The 
day is at hand when she shall lead, 
others follow.

Well-known Educator, Formerly 
Atlanta, Passes Away 
at Tyler, Tex. 
Professor John W. Glenn, for many 
years u well known teacher in this state

Ga. tn Mar- 
tin institute. at Jefferson, Ga., Was onc3 
srofessor of mathematics at Auburn, 
Ala., in what wae then the East Alabama 
Male college, but is now the State Poly- 
technic school, and at another time ‘filled 
the chair of agriculture in the Univer- 
sity of Tennessee. He taught elsewhere, 
but the greater part of his life was 
spent in these institutions. Possibly his 
best, and certainly his longest service, 
was at the head of Martin institute. Hun- 
dreds of bright men and women are now 
prominent in many useful and honorable 
walks of life who owe much to his able 
and faithful instruction. 

A year or two ago he removed to Tyler, 
Tex.. where his «eon, Professor F._ A. 
Glenn, is prominent in educational work 

He was the son of a man famous in 
his day as a Methodist preacher. Rev. 
John Walker Glenn, and was born in 
Jackson county, Georgia, in the year 1830 
He is eurvived by his widow, who was 
a sister of the late Dr. Gustavus J. 
Orr, by his son, Professor F. A. Glenn, 
by his daughter, Mrs. W. J. Davenport, 
of Atlanta, and by many other relatives 
in Georgia, including Dr. W. F. Glenn, 
of the north Georgia conference. Pro- 
féssor Glenn was a man of pure life anT 
exalted character, and was a life lonz 
and consistent member of the Methodist 
church. 

He had a wide knowledge of almost 
every subject which engages the atten- 
tion of scholarly men and was remark- 
able for the progressiveness of his views 
While he was proficient in the abstract 
sciences, he was also well versed in 
sciences of practical application, includ- 
ing sctentific agriculture.

Republican Senators Lashed to 
Action by Roosevelt,

Washington, D, C. , Apri! 22—(Special.) 
The republicans of the senate, urged on 
by President Roosevelt, are going to make 
@ @randstand play with the Crum case in 


the closing days of this session of con- | 


gress. 

Today Senator Gailinger, who has 
charge of the majority report which is 
favorable to the confirmation of Crum, 
served notice upon Senator Clay, in 
charge of the minority report, that he 
will call up the case at tomorrow’s ex- 
ecutive session and that he will press for 
& vote. 

It has been expected that the case 
would be allowed to go over to the next 
eeasion and Senator Tillman has gone to 
Mis home in South Carolina with that 
understanding. Senator Latimer is also 
absent from fhe city, having gone to Bos- 
ton to address a good roads cinvention 
_ there. 

In the ght of the absence of both 
South Carolina senators there is a dis- 
position to construe Senator Gallinger’s 
action as an effort to take snap judg- 
ment in the Crum case, but he has been 
given assurance by the democratic sena- 
tors that there will certainly be a full 
discussion before a vote can be had, and 
that if the republican senators consider 
this case more important than other pub- 
lic business which should be transacted 
before the end of the session, the issue 
will be met. 

Whether this will operate to delny ad- 

journment which the republican leaders 
have fixed for next week is yet to develop. 
It is believéd that this move on the part 
of Senator Galiinger is nothing more than 
an effort to make a play to @atisfy the 
negro voters of northern states who are 
insisting upon action and that when the 
test comes they will let nothing.stand in 
the way of early adjournment. 
* Senator Gallinger has let his fellow- 
senators understand that the particular 
pressure for action upon the cae now 
comes from President Roosevelt, who 
seeks to gratify the desires of the many 
negroes who are flooding him with letters 
and petitions tending to make it plain 
that if Crum is not confirmed the republi- 
can party will be held responsible by the 
negro voters. 

With regard to the suggestion that this 
calling up of the case during Senator Till- 
man’s absence might be construed as a 
breach of senatorial courtesy, Senator 
Gallinger explains that about a week ago 
Senator Tillman said he did not want to 
make his statement at that time as he 
desired first to have a decision of the 
judiciary committee upon the question of 
Crum’s present standing as a ‘‘construc- 
tive recess’ appointee. That while the 
officials of the treasury held he is not en- 
titled to compensation for his present 
-services he preferred to lave the legal 
question passed upon before he made his 
speech and that as Snator Tillman was 
here for several days after his confer- 
ence with Senator Gallinger and did not 
during that time make his speech, he 


~ (Galinger) thought it proper to now press

fot the consideration of the nomination. 

Democratic senators generally say they 
recognize the power of the majority to 
put through the confirmation as they have 
the votes, but they do not intend there 
shall be any snap judgment taken and 
they strongly intimate that there is no 
likelihood of very early adjournment if 
they insist upon putting the Crum case 
ahea@ of all other business. 

The prevailing opinion is that the re-

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Wherever the sun shines bright and 
warm, in every country of the world, 
G. M. Knight, of Boston, has traveled. 
“cHimate hunting,’ he says. These trav- 
els have consumed twenty-four years. 

Just now Mr. Knight is in Atlanta, 
spending a week at the Piedmont after 
a winter in California, which, he says, 
was nothing short of ideal from the 
weather standpoint. 

Twenty-five years ago Mr. Knight wag 
in the cotton mill machinery business and 
as long ago 4a sixty years hig firm sold 
machinery to the gcattered Mills of Geor- 
gia and Alabama. 

“There used to be a mill operated bY 
the Flint River Milling Company here in 
Georgia,’ said Mr. Knight yesterday. ‘I 
Suppose that the name of that company 
was on our books a good deal more than 
half a century ago. Then we sold ma- 
chinery in Alabama long before the war. 

“Cotton millg in the south were a rarity 
then and our buésinesg was principally 
with New England mills. But now, what 
a change has come to pass. The Strides 
in cotton spinning and weaving in the 
sOuth have been wonderful. Everywhere 
I travel in the south I see cotton mills. 
And I understand they are prospering.”’ 

During the past twenty-four years Mr. 
Knight has not been engaged in any bus- 
iness, but has devoted himself entirely 
to his ‘“‘climate hunting.”’ 

“T had no family and my health was 
poor, so ] gave up business and began 
traveling,’’ he said. ‘I have been pretty 
much allover the world—that is, in every 
warm country, for Iam a cHhmate hunter 
and have avoided the cold countriés. 

“For that reason I have never seen 
Viadivostok and Port Arthur, the two 
points so much in the public eye just now. 
T weather is just too cold there to guit 

requirements. I know Japan pretty 
well, however. That is a remarkable 
country. 

“Japan is beautiful and a wonderfully 
productive country. And the people. 
They are the most progressive people I 
know.

“I remember a number of years ago~— 
just before the Chinese-Japanese war— 
visiting a government navy yard in Ja- 
pan. There were hundreds of men at 
work there AMf"@Very one of them was a 
Jap, from the labdorerg to the designers. 
They do not give foreign experts life- 
time sinecureg in Japan. Indeed, they 
will not employ a foreigner for a term 
of More than three years. They figure 
that in three years they can squeeze all 
he knows out of him and then they want 
his place filled by another, fresh from 
the western worid. In this way ‘they 
keep in touch with all that is newest 
and most modern. ‘And they adopt all 
that is valuable. ‘Their railroads and 
postal system are magnificent. 

“A great deal has been said about Jap- 
anese morality. As a matter of fact, 
mofal gtandards in the Orient are vastly 
different from moral standards In the 
western world. JapaneSe young people, 
before marriage are permitted by custom 
to conduct themselveg in a way we would 
regard as terrible. but after marriage 
their behavior would almost always be 
indorsed by the nfost exacting Euro- 
peans or Americans.’”’

THE FUETON DELEGATION 
TO STATE CONVENTION 


Several days ago The Evening News of 
Atlanta, The Macon Telegraph and sev- 
eral other state papers published the de- 
tails of the agreement which had been 
reached by which there was to be no 
conflict in this county as to the delega- 
tion to be chosen to the state conven- 
tion. 

In the r@ports published in those papers 
the statement was made that the two 
factions in the county committee had 
been brought together with the view of 
harmonizing their differences and pre- 
venting a conflict. It was stated that it 
was difficult to agree upon a basis and 
as published in all these papers the fol- 
lowing statement was made: 

“Tom Felder finally proposed that, 
speaking Yor his side. he would be will- 
ing to leave the naming of the whole 
delegation to Clark Howell if the other 
side would. This was accepted and Clark 
Howell] was asked to name the delega- 
tion. He agreed to do so only upon the 
condition that both sides agreed to sup- 
port the ticket named. This was done 
and the mejority of the executive com- 
mittee has already ween signed and 
pledged to the support of the names of- 
fered by Clark Howell.” 

Yesterday afternoon The Evening Jour- 
nal, evidently excited about a publication 
more than a week old, published on its 
front page in display headlines that the 
“Fulton delegation had not been named 
by Clark Howell,” and following that 
Was an alleged interview with T. B. 
Felder ag follows: 

“Mr. Felder, when seen by a Journal 
reporter, said: 

“*The statement in The Constitution to 
the effect that the delegates selected to 
the executive committee on yesterday 
were named by Huon. Clark Howell, is ab- 
solutely untrue. ' 

“The twelve delegates were Selected 
by the two factions in the executive com- 
mittee which arose over the Blalock mat- 
ter. Our faction which has been clearly 
known from the first to be the dominant 
one, selected the pometets hs Thomas B. 
Felder, Jr., J. J. Spauldi g, Charles T. 
Hopkins, E. T. Brown, T. J. Day and 
Burton Smith. 

“The minority faction, represented by 
Albert Howell, Jr., named the following 
delegates: Albert Howell, Jr., Wr ¢. 
Waddell, W. P. Andrews, 8. ©. Tapp, J. 
W. Goldsmith and T. E. Veal. 

“‘The majority faction had had so 
Many unsatisfactory deaNngs with the 
minority faction that I insisted on hav- 
ing the agreement put in writing and 
signed. J] also insisted that Mr. Clark 
Howell sign the agreement as a witness. 
This he did and this was his sole connec. 
tion with the matter. The delegation will 
vote as a unit and will vote for delegates 
favorable to Judge Alton B. Parker, and 
will work to secure the election of Mr. 
James R. Gray as delegate at large. 

‘I do not mean to say that I named 
Six delegates, the names I suggested 
were submitted to me tty our caucus and 
: carried out their instructions to the let- 
er.’ ” 

The Constitution endeavored to locate 
Mr. Felder yesterday afternoon, but was 
told that he had left his office and 
would not return during the day. 
It was impossible to reach him 
during the evening, it having 
been stated that he had probably left 
the city for the @ay. 

Statement from Clark Howell. 

On being seen in reference to the mat- 
ter Clark Howell gaid: 

“T have nothing to say on the snbject 
further than that I brought Messrs. Fel- 
der and Albert Howell together in my 
office with the view of urging them to 
reach an agreement by which a conflict 
in the committee could be avoided over 
the naming of the delegates to the state 
convention. They could not agree upon 
a basis and Mr. Felder said that he would 
be willing to leave the naming of the dele~ 
gation to me. TIT undertook the effort to 
harmonize only upon both sides asking 
me to do 80. These gentlemen returned 
to my office in the afternoon and I sug- 
gested to them a ticket which I thought 
Was a fair one. Then Mr. Felder stated 
that a committee of his side was to be in 
his office that afternoon and that he 
would like to submit the names to them— 
that he would be back at 6 o'clock. He 
returned to my office accordingly at 5 
o'clock. He and Mr. Howell each sug-

gested a change which was made, the 
ticket was signed in my office and both 
sideg left to get the signatures from the 
other members of the committee. That 
is all I have to say Om the Subject and 
Mr. Felder will approve every word of 
it. The interview as above attributed to 
him does not express his opinion and I 
know that he did not authorize any such 
statement. I had no earthly interest in 
the matter except to harmonize a trouble 
that was brewing. It seemed to be a 
very simple matter over which to divide 
the committee in a bitter contest and 
that it was better all around that a 
mutually satisfactory agreement be 
reached. That is all there is in it and 
all I have to say on the subject.” 
Statement from Albert Howell, Jr. 

On befng seen in reference to Mr. Fel- 
der’s interview Albert Howell, Jr., said: 

“Upon seeing the interview in the pa- 
per I tried to reach Mr. Felder, but was 
told that he wag out of town. [I am con- 
fident that Mr. Felder gave no such in- 
terview. I was opposed to any compro- 
mise whatsoever and was willing to take 
our chances in the committee meeting. I 
met Mr, Felder in Clark Howell's office, 
however, and the latter urged us both 
to effect an agreement which would 
avold a fight. We discussed the matter 
for awhile and Mr, Felder finally said 
that he would be perfectly willing to 
leave the naming of the whole ticket to 
Clark Howel] if I agreed. I did so and 
we left the office to meet at the same 
place three hours later. We met again, 
the ticket was named, tWo changes agree- 
able to both parties were made after Mr. 
Felder had asked for an hour's time to 
see some friends waiting in his office. We 
signed the agr@éement and went out to 
get ‘other signatures. I have nothing 
further to say than that the interview 
as -published with Mr. Felder certainly 
does him an injustice, but Mr. Felder

LOCAL MERCHANTS 
WILL COMPLAIN 


Railroad Commission Will Inves- 
ligate Atlanta Freight Rates, 


Atlanta Manufacturers and Jobbers, 
Through Atlanta Freight Bu- 
reau, Allege Discrimination 
in Rates Against 
Them. 


For the purpose of actively pushing 
before the Georgia railroad commission 
the cases against the railroads for al- 
leged discriminations against Atlanta 
merchants in the rates between this city 
and both Savannah and Brunswick, repre- 
sentatives of the Atlanta freight bureau 
and of the Atlanta chamber of commerce 
will this morning appear before the rail- 
road commission. 

It is impossible to state just who the 
witnesses against the railroads will be, 
or just what line the arguments will 
take, because of the fact that the At- 
lanta freight bureau was not prepared 
to make the announcement last ¢vening. 
Representatives of that organization were 
in conference yesterday afternoon with 
the attorneys who will represent the 
claims of the city. Another conference 
will be held this morning prior to the 
meeting of the railroad commission, 
which convenes at 9 o'clock. 

The alleged discriminations are on all 
lines of goods that are handled by At- 
lanta jobbers and manufacturers, and 
who ship to either Savannah or Bruns- 
wick. It is therefore certain that a large 
and representative crowd of Atlanta busi- 
ness men and manufacturers will be be- 
fore the railroad commission for the pur- 
pose of making their complaints. 

The fight for Atlanta is being made by 
Ahe Atlanta freight bureau, which has 
been in existence for about two years, 
Mr. Moore, who is in charge of the office 
of the bureau, has made a careful! study 
of the Atlanta rate question, and he is 
prepared to take an active part in the 
hearing of this morning. 

The railroads will be represented by 
their attorneys. The hearing is expected 
to be both lively and Interesting. 

The commiséeion proposes to take un- 
der consideration the question of fe- 
ducing its rate tariffs all over the state. 
This matter came up as the result of an 
application made to the commission by 
the Atlanta freight bureau. The bureau 
made complaint that the rates from At- 
lanta to coast cities were too high in 
comparison with rates from Virginia 
cities to the same points, thus giving 
the merchants of the Virginia citles an 
advantage in territory that, really be- 
longs to Atlanta. 

As the result of a hearing on this sub- 
ject, the railroads agreed to and did in- 
crease the rates from the Virginia cities 
so as to put them on a parity with At- 
lanta, but the Atlanta freight bureau tn- 
sisted that the rates from Atlanta should 
be reduced. This and several other ques- 
tions which have been presented to the 
commission resulted in its calling on the 
railroad traffic men to show cause why 
the freight tariffs all over the state 
should not be reduced. It is expected the 
hearing will be quite an interesting one, 
but it is not probable that a final de- 
cision will be reached for some days 
after the hearing has been concluded. 

The railroad commission was in ses- 
sion yesterday, but only routine matters 
were discussed, including several appli- 
eations for depots at various points in 
the state.

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TRADING PUBLIC 
WAS INDIFFERENT 


Volume of Dealing Declined te Point 
Near Stagnation. 


ACTIVE STOCKS STATIONARY 


The Stagnation of Stocks Became Al- 
most Complete Late in the Day, 
and the Closing Was Irreg- 
ular—Bonds Were 

Neglected. 


Mew York, April 22.—No incident in the 
day's news today proved an incentive to 
operations {n stocks, and the volume of 
dealings decline@l successively to a point 
nearer stagnation. Neither was it clear 
that any positive discouragement to he:p 
®peculation was offered. The trading pub- 
lic was, however, indifferent and almost 
idie. Some'‘of the usually active stocks 
did not move at ell. while others did 
not open until late in the day. On the 
other hand, there were a number of 
specialties quoted which may remain 
dormant for months at a time. The ad- 
vaneing tendency of Union Pacific proved 
a sustaining influence on the whole of 
the general list against the contrary in- 
fluence of the rather marked depression 
in United States Steel preferred. The 
local tractions advanced in an irregular 
manner. Bids for Commercial Cable were 
advanced 1t7 points before bringing out 
an offer and a movement in Mackay 
companies on the curb accomplished this 
rise with rumors of an affiliation with 
telephone interests. The decline in United 
States Rubber preferred was on reiiliz- 
ing on vesterday’s rise, explained by the 
declaration of a dividend after vester- 
day's market closed. Weather conditions 
were more favorable, both for the open- 


‘ing of belated spring business and for 


the crops, and the weakness In the wheat 


market gave emphasis to this conditton. 


Neither one nor al] of these develop- 
ments caused any appreciable movement 
of prices in the market. Neither did the 
extraordinar’ ease of the money market 
affect the ‘stock market. Several million 
dollars were reported loaned on call at 1 


per cent and the demand for time loans “4 


was practically stagnant. The forecast 
of the week’s currency movement shows 
a further enormous acceasion of cash 
by the banks, the astimates of the week's 
movement to this center running as high 
as $12,000.000. Sterling exchange was 
easy. but this was plausibly supposed tv 
he on account of bills sold = aeatlnst 
further gold exports. The stagnation of 
stocks became almost complete late In 
the day.

~! TRADE SITUATION. 


New York, April 22.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say: 

‘“Unseasonably cold weather all 
the country interferes with plant prepa- 
rations and growth and interrupts out- 
door activity in many lines, notably 
building. Distributive trade, both whole- 
sale and retail, hax practically “marked 
time’ during the week. The effects of 
this and of past unfavorable weather @re 
refiected in reports of slow business in 
shoe manufacturing and building, while 
in cotton manufacturing high prices of 
raw and manufactured goods continue a 
bar to activity. At the south cold weath- 
er is complained of as interfering with 
farming operations and with plant 
growth. These causes have combined to 
give an air of unwonted quiet to spring 
vusiness and have unquestionably re- 
tarded collections. Back of weather and 
price conditions, too, there looms up the 
political outlook, which in most presiden- 
tlal years, has induced a tendency to- 
ward conservatism. 

“Among the industries iron and steel 
are even more quiet than jast week. Buy- 
ers for delivery during the second quar- 
ter are as insistent as ever in demands 
for delivery, but makers of finished pro- 
ducts, with few exceptions, observe hes- 
itation in the placing of orders for the 
balance of the vear, this hesitancy being 
increased by the reduction in the price 
of ore. Agricultural implament ‘mann- 
facturers are among the freest buyers of 
steel, but the railroads are taking only 
sparingly. 

“Woolen goods and machinery could 
be more active, and the market for raw 
wool is rather low af the east, though 
higher prices than last year are reported 
being paid for the new wool clip at the 
west. 

“Raw cotton has weakened. 

There are some exceptions to the quiet 
tone noted, especfally jn the rubber trade 
which is quite active. 

‘In lumber, which shows more activity 
In some sections, in hardware. and in 
anthracite coal, which is selling well in 
anticipation of the usual monthly ad- 
vances and on continued cold weather. A 
fair spring trade is being done in staple 
groceries and some lines which fluctuate 
little from year to vear. |

The party came here from Marietta 
over the Western and Atlantic after 
making a tour of inspection of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville which was brought 
to an end by the inspection of the site 
of the proposed freight. terminals of the 
Louisville and Nashville and Coast Line 
in this city. While none of the railroad 
magnates were willing to talk for pup- 
lication, they seem to have enjoyed their 
trip and were especially giad to meet 
many of their old friends in Atlanta. 

And now comes the story again of the 
new line from Wetmore to Dalton and 
from Wetmore to Cartersville, which ts 
given added interest by the fact that 
the magnates who arrived. yesterday are 
said to have been giving this matter 
their especial attention. As has been 
previously reported the Louisville and 
Nashville have for some time been look- 
ing for a new route for the Atlanta, 
Knoxille and Nashville, as the present 
line includes very heavy grades and Is 
very expensive to operate. The Louts- 
ville and Nashville have already spent 
a great deal of money in improving the 
upper end of the Atlanta, Knoxville and 
Nashville, but to get a better grade to 
Marietta will p@&ctically require the re- 
building of the line. 

The proposed new line is from Wet- 
more to Dalton and also from Wetmore 
to Cartersville. This latter route would 
come directly through some of the most 
valuable districts in Georgia and would 
be, so it is reported, only a little longer 
than by the present line and with com- 
paratively no heavy -grades. 

In the proposed line from Wetmore t% 
Dalton, the Louisville and  Nushviille 
would get a line from Knoxville to Chat- 
tanooga, 167 miles long, against its pres- 
ent route of 325 miles via Marietta and 
as against I3! by the Southern. 

By the proposed line to Cartersville, 
from Wetmore, connecting with the Sea- 
board at Cartersville, the Louisville and 
Naehville could run through trains from 
Knoxville to Birmingham and in this 
way have an open outlet to and from 
both the iron and coal fields of Alabama 
and Tennessee. 

While the reporter could get no con- 
firmation of the story from officials, it 
was reported that the surveys for the 
new lines were satisfactory and that the 
actual work of construction would begin 
very shortly.
